 Strike everything after the enacting clause and in sert the 

following:  

 Sec. 1.  RCW 13.32A.130 and 2000 c 162 s 13 are each 

amended to read as follows: 

 (1) A child admitted to a secure facility located in a juvenile 

detention center  shall remain in the facility for at least twenty-fo ur 

hours after admission but for not more than five co nsecutive days.  

((If the child admitted under this section is trans ferred between 

secure and semi - secure facilities, the aggregate length of ti me spent 

in all such centers or facilities may not exceed fiv e consecutive days 

per admission )) A child admitted to a secure facility not located  in a 

juvenile detention center or a semi-secure facility  may remain for not 

more than fifteen consecutive days . If a child is transferred between 

a secure and semi-secure facility, the aggregate le ngth of time a 

child may remain in both facilities shall not excee d fifteen 

consecutive days per admission, and in no event may  a child's stay in 

a secure facility located in a juvenile detention c enter exceed five 

days per admission.  

 (2)(a)(i) The facility administrator shall determi ne within 

twenty-four hours after a child's admission to a se cure facility 

whether the child is likely to remain in a semi-sec ure facility and 

may transfer the child to a semi-secure facility or  release the child 

to the department.  The determination shall be based  on:  (A) The need 

for continued assessment, protection, and treatment  of the child in a 

secure facility; and (B) the likelihood the child w ould remain at a 
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semi-secure facility until his or her parents can t ake the child home 

or a petition can be filed under this title. 

 (ii) In making the determination the administrator  shall consider 

the following information if known:  (A) The child' s age and maturity; 

(B) the child's condition upon arrival at the cente r; (C) the 

circumstances that led to the child's being taken t o the center; (D) 

whether the child's behavior endangers the health, safety, or welfare 

of the child or any other person; (E) the child's h istory of running 

away; and (F) the child's willingness to cooperate in the assessment. 

 (b) If the administrator of a secure facility determ ines the child 

is unlikely to remain in a semi-secure facility, th e administrator 

shall keep the child in the secure facility pursuan t to this chapter 

and in order to provide for space for the child may  transfer another 

child who has been in the facility for at least seve nty-two hours to a 

semi-secure facility.  The administrator shall only  make a transfer of 

a child after determining that the child who may be  transferred is 

likely to remain at the semi-secure facility. 

 (c) A crisis residential center administrator is a uthorized to 

transfer a child to a crisis residential center in the area where the 

child's parents reside or where the child's lawfull y prescribed 

residence is located. 

 (d) An administrator may transfer a child from a s emi-secure 

facility to a secure facility whenever he or she re asonably believes 

that the child is likely to leave the semi-secure f acility and not 

return and after full consideration of all factors in (a)(i) and (ii) 

of this subsection. 

 (3) If no parent is available or willing to remove  the child 

during the first seventy-two hours following admiss ion, the department 

shall consider the filing of a petition under RCW 1 3.32A.140. 

 (4) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection ( 1) of this 

section, the parents may remove the child at any ti me ((during the 

five - day period )) unless the staff of the crisis residential cente r 

has reasonable cause to believe that the child is ab sent from the home 

because he or she is abused or neglected or if allega tions of abuse or 
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neglect have been made against the parents.  The de partment or any 

agency legally charged with the supervision of a ch ild may remove a 

child from a crisis residential center at any time after the first 

twenty-four-hour period after admission has elapsed  and only after 

full consideration by all parties of the factors in  subsection (2)(a) 

of this section. 

 (5) Crisis residential center staff shall make rea sonable efforts 

to protect the child and achieve a reconciliation of the family.  If a 

reconciliation and voluntary return of the child ha s not been achieved 

within forty-eight hours from the time of admission , and if the 

administrator of the center does not consider it li kely that 

reconciliation will be achieved within (( the five - day period )) five 

days of the child's admission to the center , then the administrator 

shall inform the parent and child of:  (a) The avai lability of 

counseling services; (b) the right to file a child in n eed of services 

petition for an out-of-home placement, the right of  a parent to file 

an at-risk youth petition, and the right of the par ent and child to 

obtain assistance in filing the petition; (c) the ri ght to request the 

facility administrator or his or her designee to fo rm a 

multidisciplinary team; (d) the right to request a review of any out-

of-home placement; (e) the right to request a menta l health or 

chemical dependency evaluation by a county-designat ed professional or 

a private treatment facility; and (f) the right to request treatment 

in a program to address the child's at-risk behavio r under RCW 

13.32A.197. 

 (6) At no time shall information regarding a paren t's or child's 

rights be withheld.  The department shall develop a nd distribute to 

all law enforcement agencies and to each crisis res idential center 

administrator a written statement delineating the s ervices and rights.  

The administrator of the facility or his or her desi gnee shall provide 

every resident and parent with a copy of the statem ent. 

 (7) A crisis residential center and any person emp loyed at the 

center acting in good faith in carrying out the pro visions of this 

section are immune from criminal or civil liability  for such actions. 
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Sec. 2.  RCW 74.13.0321 and 1995 c 312 s 61 are each amended  to 

read as follows: 

 No contract may provide reimbursement or compensat ion to:   

 (1) A  ((crisis residential center's ))secure facility located in a 

juvenile detention  for any service delivered or provided to a residen t 

child after five consecutive days of residence; or  

 (2) A secure facility not located in a juvenile de tention center 

or a semi-secure crisis residential center facility  for any service 

delivered or provided to a resident child after fif teen consecutive 

days of residence . 

 

Sec. 3.  RCW 74.13.033 and 2000 c 162 s 16 are each amended to 

read as follows: 

 (1) If a resident of a crisis residential  center becomes by his or 

her behavior disruptive to the facility's program, such resident may 

be immediately removed to a separate area within th e facility and 

counseled on an individual basis until such time as  the child regains 

his or her composure.  The department may set rules  and regulations 

establishing additional procedures for dealing with  severely 

disruptive children on the premises. 

 (2) When the juvenile resides in this facility, al l services 

deemed necessary to the juvenile's reentry to normal  family life shall 

be made available to the juvenile as required by ch apter 13.32A RCW.  

In assessing the child and providing these services , the facility 

staff shall: 

 (a) Interview the juvenile as soon as possible; 

 (b) Contact the juvenile's parents and arrange for  a counseling 

interview with the juvenile and his or her parents as soon as 

possible;

 (c) Conduct counseling interviews with the juvenile and his or her 

parents, to the end that resolution of the child/pa rent conflict is 

attained and the child is returned home as soon as possible; 

 (d) Provide additional crisis counseling as needed , to the end 

that placement of the child in the crisis residenti al center will be 

required for the shortest time possible, but not to  exceed 

((five ))fifteen  consecutive days; and 

 (e) Convene, when appropriate, a multidisciplinary  team. 

 (3) Based on the assessments done under subsection  (2) of this 

section the ((facility )) center  staff may refer any child who, as the 

result of a mental or emotional disorder, or intoxi cation by alcohol 

or other drugs, is suicidal, seriously assaultive, or seriously 

destructive toward others, or otherwise similarly e vidences an 

immediate need for emergency medical evaluation and  possible care, for 

evaluation pursuant to chapter 71.34 RCW, to a ment al health 

professional pursuant to chapter 71.05 RCW, or to a  chemical 

dependency specialist pursuant to chapter 70.96A RC W whenever such 

action is deemed appropriate and consistent with la w. 

 (4) A juvenile taking unauthorized leave from a fa cility shall be 

apprehended and returned to it by law enforcement o fficers or other 

persons designated as having this authority as prov ided in RCW 

13.32A.050.  If returned to the facility after havi ng taken 

unauthorized leave for a period of more than twenty -four hours a 

juvenile shall be supervised by such a facility for  a period, pursuant 

to this chapter, which, unless where otherwise prov ided, may not 

exceed ((five ))fifteen  consecutive days ((on the premises )).  Costs of 

housing juveniles admitted to crisis residential ce nters shall be 

assumed by the department for a period not to excee d ((five )) fifteen  

consecutive days. 

 

 NEW SECTION.  Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 13.32A RCW 

to read as follows: 

 The department may take a runaway youth to a secure facility after 

attempting to notify the parent of the child's wher eabouts. The 
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department may not take a child to a secure facility if the department 

has reasonable cause to believe that the reason for  the child's 

runaway status is the result of abuse or neglect.   

 

 
  
  EFFECT:   Extends the length of stay for youth in secure fa cilities 

not located in juvenile detention centers to 15 day  while 
maintaining the length of stay for a youth in a sec ure facility 
located in a juvenile detention center at 5 days.
